Blizzard grips west

A severe blizzard raged through the 


western half of Nebraska all day Friday, 
and most of the night, paralyzing travel, 
stranding hundreds and leaving many 
areas minus electricity or telephone ser- 
vice. 


Hurricane-force winds, gusting as high 


as 80 miles per hour at times, uprooted 
huge trees and knocked down power 
lines. 


Snowfall ranged from 10 to 12 inches in 


the Harrison and Flats areas to eight in- 
ches at Hemingford, six inches at 
Ogallala and four and five inches 
elsewhere in the west. 


And while the blizzard buffeted the 


west, rains fell on eastern Nebraska, 
topped by 1.64 inches at Shelton, 1.52 at 
Ravenna, 1.50 at Mason City, 1.37 at 
Omaha, 1.31 at Valentine and 1.03 at 
Superior. Lincoln received .45. 


All highways in western Nebraska, in- 


cluding Interstate 80, were blocked by 
snowdrifts up to "four feet deep. 


Two Cheyenne County deputy sheriffs 


delivered a baby Friday morning for a 
woman stranded at her farm home five 


miles west of Sidney, according to a 
United Press International dispatch. 


Charles Wolford and Mark Teal, the 


deputy sheriffs, delivered a baby boy in a 
house which was without heat, water or 
electricity. The mother and baby were 
later taken to a Sidney hospital where 
they were reported in good condition. 


1-80 was first closed at Ogallala about 8 


a.m, then barricades were set up at 
North Platte at mid-morning. By 
midafternoon, the State Patrol halted 
westward travel at Gothenburg. 


The patrol recommended no travel 


west of Kearney due to huge drifts, 
strong winds, zero or near-zero visibility 
and a complete lack of motel accom- 
modations from Lexington west. 


Several motorists were reported 


stranded in their cars on roads near 
Hayes Center in southwestern Nebraska. 
The Hayes County sheriff's office said it 
was impossible for anyone to reach the 
marooned due to the high winds and 
blowing and drifting snow. 


A United Parcel Service driver was 


reported missing between Hayes Center 
and Grainton, the sheriff's office said. 


Even railroad traffic was halted by the 


powerful storm. An eastbound 
Burlington Northern freight train was 
stranded in a snowdrift west of Hyannis. 
Storm-triggered signal problems halted 
Amtrak's westbound San Francisco 
Zephyr at McCook. 


A CB radio helped in the rescue of six 


persons stranded in four vehicles on 
Highway 61 about six miles south of 
Ogallala. according to an Associated 
Press dispatch 


Richard Greenwalt of North Platte, 


driver of, a bread truck, picked up Don 
Fortik of Broken Bow and called 
Ogallala police on his CB radio. 


Two fire rescue squads left Ogallala at 


2 p.m in search of the stranded. In the 
meantime, Greenwalt and Fortik were 
joined by Mr. and Mrs. Johnny Gomez of 
Yorktown, Texas, stranded in another 
car since 11 a m., and Jim Gugemos and 
Frank Jahrnmarkt of Ogallala, who had 
been stalled for about two hours 


The rescue squads returned with the 


six to Ogallala about 5 p.m. 


Three men whose car was stalled at 


Roscoe boarded the caboose of a slow- 
moving train for Ogallala. 


A 230,000-volt Nebraska Public Power 


District transmission line was down 
between North Platte and Ogallala and 
115.000-volt lines were out both east and 
west of Ogallala 


Snowmobiles were the only vehicles 


able to get through the snow in the 
Sidney area, the Cheyenne County 
sheriff's office said. Four snowmobiles 
were sent out to find a man stranded on 
1-80 after the motorist used his CB radio 
to seek help 


No attempt was made Friday night to 


open the blocked highways due to the 
strong winds and drifting snow, the State 
Roads Department said. 


In some areas, the National Weather 


Service said, dust was blowing with the 
snow. 


Many power and telephone lines 


snapped, numerous poles were downed, 
along with trees up to 50 feet tall. Some 
residents said other poles appeared to be 
bending beneath the weight of the heavy, 
wet snow. 


Nebraska Public Power District 


reported power was out in Thedford, Big 
Springs, Brandon, Grant, Venango, 
Hershey and several other small com- 
munities. Numerous rural electric 
customers also were without power. 


Storm stirs up blizzard, dust and rain 


Undid PnMS hrtBniauonal 


A blizzard driven by hurricane-force 


winds whipped broad stretches of the 
plains Friday in the dying weeks of 
winter. The storm, born in the Rocky 
Mountains, was powered by winds up to 
100 miles an hour. 


Driving — even walking — became 


either impossible or highly dangerous in 
gusts which cut visibility to zero. Power 
lines were torn down, schools closed and 
scores of highways blocked. 


Dust storms, drenching rains and a 


possible tornado played on the outskirts 
of what may be the last great blast of the 
bitter winter of 1976-77. 


Twisting winds resembling a tornado 


blew away trailer homes and destroyed a 
store and unroofed dwellings around 
Isabella, Mo. One person was reported 
injured. 


Winds of up to 74 miles per hour 


churned dust into clouds which dropped 


visibility to zero in northwest Texas. 
Steady rains soaked Iowa farmlands 
thirsty for moisture. "Just what we 
need," A'dair County farmer Ted Knapp 
said. 


A farmer was missing in Kansas, but 


three persons reported missing in 
beleaguered southeast Wyoming early 
Friday later called authorities to say 
they were okay. 


In Colorado Springs, all schools were 


closed and there were so many cars 
stranded in one street alone a policeman 
said, "It looked like a used car lot." 


A special deputy went into a North 


Dakota canyon area in a four-wheel- 
drive vehicle to bring out a pregnant 
woman. Stratton, Colo., was without 
power for eight hours and Vivian Ricards 
reported: 


"Everybody is cold. Nobody can cook. 


I wouldn't want anyone to try to get to 
this town, but if they're here I surely 


wouldn't recommend that they try 
leaving." 


Although the storm, piling up snow 


drifts six feet deep in eastern Colorado, 
brought moisture to wide areas afflicted 
by a winter-long drought, it was 
problematical how much relief it could 
bring to parched crops.

Marooned motorists and high school 


basketball tournament fans found 
makeshift shelters or packed as many as 
seven to a room in Laramie, Wyo., 
swamped by almost a foot of snow. 


Government offices, schools, 


businesses and Warren Air Force Base 
were closed in Cheyenne, Wyo., where 70 
mile-an-hour winds stacked six-foot 
drifts. 


The winds blew the roof off the Weater 


Service office at Pueblo, Colo. 


Eighteen inches of snow piled up in the 


Black Hills of South Dakota. 


Where the snow stood still long enough 


to be measured, it was reported from 4 
to 14 inches deep. The farming town of 
Limon, in eastern Colorado's drought 
belt, was among communities hardest 
hit. 


"We're just flat paralyzed here," Lin- 


coln County Sheriff Leroy Yowell 
reported from Limon. "Nothing is 
moving. You don't even dare walk in the 
stuff. It's suffocating." 


Patty Canon, a housewife who lives in 


the country northeast of Longmont, 
Colo., said. "Nothing's moving. There 
are cars off the road, cars upside down. 
It's just a mess." 


Denver was a virtual island. Roads to 


the north, south and east were closed 
overnight. Only traffic westward into the 
Rockies was relatively unhampered. 


The New Mexico Highway Department 


closed Interstate 25 across Raton Pass 
and U S. 87 between Raton and Clayton. 
N.M "We've got a real blizzard here," a 
sheriff's deputy said. 


Inmate acquitted 
Chicago bank drops plan 
for investing in farm land 


Cecil Leading Horse, 29, a Nebraska penal complex inmate, was 


acquitted Friday evening of first degree murder in the stabbing 
.death of his cellmate Melvin Whitemagpie, 36. 


The stabbing took place on Oct. 12.1976, during a brutal fight in 


the cell the two men shared. 


The jury, which deliberated for 10 hours and 40 minutes, had 


four verdict choices: first- or second-degree murder, manslaughter, 
or not guilty. In its statement to the coart tie jmy added the words 
"not guilty by reason of self defeate." 


Defense attorneys had argued that Leading Hone was merely 


defending himself when be grabbed the home-made knife from the 
older man during a scuffle. Chief Pabttc Defeader Richard Goos, in 
his closing argument Thursday, said that Leading Bone was severly 
beaten by Whitemagpie before the stabbing. 


The prosecutors contended that Leading Horse deliberately 


stabbed Whitemagpie a number of times. 


Leading Horse began a one-to-four year sentence in March 1975 


for auto theft in Sheridan Coanty. Whttemagpie was sentenced to 
prison on an a«*aalt charge from Lancaster County. 


Washington (AP) — An investment plan to buy 


prime farm land through a mutual fund arrang- 
ment was withdrawn Friday by its chief sponsor. 
Continental Illinois Bank and Trust Co., Chicago. 


The withdrawal of the plan was announced by 


the bank after one of its executives, John Perkins, 
met with Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland and 
Reps. Richard M. Nolan, D-Minn and Paul 
Findley. R-IU. 


Nolan is chairman of a House family farm sub- 


committee which recently held hearings on the 
plan, called Ag-Land Fund I. The national 
brokerage firm of Merrill. Lynch. Pierce, Fenner 
and Smith had been helping to organize it 


"We have decided not to proceed with the plan 


after discussing the proposal with various 
members of the business and agricultural com- 


munities and government leaders," the bank said 
in a statement. 


'•There is a belief that while capital problems 


may exist in American agriculture, the im- 
mediate need is for more detailed discussion to 
address those problems," the bank said. 


The investment plan drew harsh criticism 
from farm groups and many members of 
Congress who feared that it could lead to a 
takeover of the nation's family farm interests by 
outside investors. 


Bergland also opposed the idea and had asked 


the Internal Revenue Service to delay a decision 
on whether to approve the bank's request for an 
income tax exemption under federal law. 


The bank said Friday that it had withdrawn its 


application to IRS on March 7.

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Four Hanafis freed without bail 
'Washington (AP) - Four Hanafi 
Moslem terrorists were let free 
without bail and eight others were 
jailed Friday after they were charted 
with armed kidnaping in a 38-hour step 
that ended with the release of 134 
hostages. 


Prosecutors said they would seek to 


Indict all 12 for felony murder in the 
'death of Maurice Williams, a black 
radio station reporter killed by gunfire 
in the takeover of the District of 
Columbia city hall, one of three sites 
occupied by the gunmen. 
. First to be set free was Hanafi leader 
Khalifa Hatnaas Abdul Khaalis, 55. who 
had threatened repeatedly to chop off 
the heads of his hostages" 
. Prosecutors promised him freedom 
pending trial in return for release of 
the hostages. Negotiations were 
handled by three Islamic ambassadors 
who quoted to Abdul Khaalis from the 
Koran, the Moslem holy book. 
- Also set free were three Hanafis who 
had seized the Islamic Center mosque 
without firing a shot and without in- 
juring any hostages. 


Superior Court Judge H. Carl 


Moultrie said the District of Colum- 
bia's liberal bail law left him no choice 
but to release them because their 
charges might be lighter than the rest. 


The law requires release without bail 


if defendants have community ties and 
are not a threat or liable to flee the 
court's reach. 


Bail was set at 150,000 each for two 


who took over the District Building, 
where Williams was killed and three 
others, were wounded. 


Of those who helped Abdul Khaalis 


seize the headquarters of the Jewish 
service organization B'nai B'rith, 
where several persons were wounded, 
four had bail set at 150,000 and two at 
$75,000. The higher bail was set because 
the latter two had previous convictions. 


Prosecutors said all 12 defendants 


could draw jail terms of 150 years or 
life if indicted and convicted on murder 
charges. 


U.S. 
Atty. Earl Silbert said he 


granted pretrial freedom to Abdul 
Khaalis only as part of the bargain "to 
save a human life." 


He asked that the others be jailed 


with high bail set because they 
"inflicted a reign of terror not only on 
these people (the hostages) but on this 
city, the nation's capital." 


The freeing of Abdul Khaalis drew 


expressions of outrage Friday. Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., said on the 
Senate floor that prosecutors should 
not have honored their promise to free 
him. 


"A promise made at the point of a 


gun has no moral force whatsoever," 
be said. "Khaalis was free,... at liber- 
ty with family and friends, even before 
his hostages were home, even before 
the funeral of the assassinated 
reporter." 


But there was disagreement from 


Police Chief Craig Merchant of 
Warrensville, Ohio, who negotiated 
release of two hostages from a gunman 
in a 45-hour siege earlier this week. 


"If hostage-takers get the idea that 


they can't trust you to do what you say 
you'll do, then you're in trouble and 
that puts hostages' lives more in 
danger," he said. 


Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell also has said 


he believes authorities should honor 
promises made to terrorists to gain 
release of hostages. 


In other developments: 
—Four of the gunmen's victims 


remained hospitalized, two in serious 
condition. City Councilman Marion 
Barry, recovering from a chest wound 
inflicted in the takeover of city hall, 
was released. 


—Funeral arrangements were set for 


11 a.m. Monday for Williams. His 
employer, radio station WHUR-FM, 
announced it would set up a scholarship 
fund at Howard University in his

Missouri River levees 
said on list for review 


Washington (UPI) — The Corps of 


Engineers has drafted a list of 38 more water 
projects which do not meet the Carter ad- 
ministration's initial criteria for continued 
construction, it was learned Friday. 


One of the projects on the list is the 


Missouri River levee system in Nebraska, 
Iowa. Kansas and Missouri. 


The new list includes projects in 23 states. 
The projects were determined to be fiscal- 


ly unsound on the basis of new economic 
criteria laid down for projects being built by 
the corps, the Interior Department and other 
federal agencies. 


The new criteria require the use of a 8H% 


"discount rate" — the assumed cost of federal 
borrowing — to evaluate the economic 
soundness of projects. 


The corps said the 38 projects had benefit- 


to-cost ratios that were "less than unity" — 
meaning they would return less than a dollar's 
worth of benefits for every dollar they cost. 


Whether the new fiscal evaluation criteria 


holds, however, a questionable. The Senate 
already has passed legislation which would 
direct the administration to go back to using 
the old 3*% discount rate. Use of the lower 
rate results in more favorable benefit-to-cost 
ratios.

Montpelier, Vt. (AP) —Syndicatedcolum- 


nist Abigail Van Buren offered advice 
Thursday to a man who said he killed a 15-year- 
old girl and wanted to donate a kidney to put 
meaning into his life. 


But by the time the letter was published, 
tie author had escaped from prison, 
authorities said. 
' "I am a 36-year-old man who is in Rutland, 
&, doing 30 years to life." the letter said. "I 
killed a 15-year-old girl. No reason. I just went 
off my rocker." 
' The letter in the copywrited column, 
written several weeks ago, was signed 
"Ceorge H." 


George Hohman, 36, of Bennington, slipped 


out of the Rutland Correctional Center Feb. 19. 
His conviction and sentence match the crime 
described in the letter, authorities said. 


The letter to "Dear Abby" said: "I know a 


person can live with only one kidney so if I 
could give one of mine now maybe I could sleep 
better. 


"I realize I can't bring back that poor little 


girl whose life I took, but I could give some 
other person life. It won't balance One scales, 
but it would give some meaning to my life, 
which is practically useless now." 


"Abby" replied in her column: "... tell 


the chaplain of the correctional institution 
what you've told me, aad be will advise you."

Ex-Katanga rebels advance 


Kinshasa, Zaire (UPI) — Thousands of 


former Katanga rebels, attacking from 
Angola, advanced through southern Zaire 
Friday, seizing towns and villages. The U.S. 
State Department announced plans to evacuate 
some Americans. 


Zairean officials, although! not confirming 


fighting was under way, said army rein- 
forcements flew into the area to blotter a 
battalion-sized force poised to drive out the in- 
vading force, which has caputred three towns 
and several villages. 


The officials said the invaders were still 


advancing rapidly through the province of 
Shaba, creating panic among tribesmen and 
villagers. Officials in the province capital of 
Lubumbashi, formerly Elisabethville, ordered 
a dusk-to-dawn curfew. 


In Paris, a group calling itself the National 


Front for the Liberation of the Congo issued a 
statement saying the invasion was "a national 
uprising of the Congolese people supported by 
theFNLC." 


It said the front was formed in 1963 in the 


then Portuguese colony of Angola and included 
rebels who fled the former province of 
Katanga after the collapse of the late Moise 
Tshombe's separatist movement. 


The front said it was fighting against the 


"neocolonialist regime in Kinshasa," the 
Zairean capital, and that the new Marxist 
Angolan regime had no part in the invasion. 


The State Department announced that 


eight of the 22 Americans in the area had asked 
to be evacuated. Another eight Americans 
were being held by the invading forces under 
house arrest in Kapanga, one of three copper- 
mining towns they have overrun and occupied. 
The other two towns are Diloto and Kisenge. 


Brazil cancels arms treaty with U.S. 


Brasilia, Brazil (AP) - 


Brazil, traditionally the 
staunches! U.S. ally in South 
America, canceled its 25-year- 
old military assistance treaty 
with the United States in a dis- 
pute over human rights. 


The Foreign Ministry said 


Friday a State Department 
report on human rights in 
Brazil constituted an in- 
tolerable interference in this 
nation's internal affairs. 


Congress requires the depart- 
ment to prepare human rights 
reports on all nations 
scheduled for U.S. military 
aid.

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Senate growls at Carter, 
demands water spending 


President Carter's untoward ad- 


vance into the land of the congressional 
pork barrel was beaten back soundly by 
the Senate Thursday. 


By an overwhelming 65-24 vote, 


senators attached an amendment to a 
public works jobs bill requiring Carter to 
spend all money Congress appropriated 
for the 19 water projects the President 
slated for review last month. Carter had 
dropped 1977-78 funding for the projects 
from his budget recommendations for 
the next fiscal year pending further 
evaluation of the projects with regard to 
safety, economic and environmental fac- 
tors. 


The howls of anger which emanated 


from Congress in reaction to the review 
have been transformed by the Senate 
into a directive to spend Similar House 
action is anticipated. 


We'll not argue with the theory that 


funds appropriated by Congress should 
be spent. We opposed executive im- 
poundment of funds before and continue 
to do so. 


But this whole affair continues to be 


illustrative of Congress' inability to be 
selective in public works funding. 


The American public has been sold a 


bill of goods for years with regard to 
many of these projects. The new Presi- 
dent has attempted to evaluate some 
present and.proposed projects with a 
critical eye as to economic benefit, safe- 
ty for the public and adverse en- 
vironmental impact and for his troubles 
is threatened by a pork barrel 
steamroller running amok. 


Otherwise sensible members of 


Congress cringe at the thought that 
review might reveal waste, which would 
suggest the savings of possibly billions of 
the taxpayers' dollars 'which the 
members have appropriated to scratch 
one another's back. 


Carter has also listed 19 additional 


projects for review, among them the 
North Loup and O'Neill (Niobrara 
River) irrigation projects in Nebraska. 


Gov. Jim Exon assured Nebraska 


irrigators meeting in Lincoln this week 
that no final decisions on North Loup and 
O'Neill have been made by the Carter 
administration. "We are certainly not 
out of the ball game ... we are coming 
up to bat," Exon said, in counseling 
project supporters to promote their 
views. 


Exon seems to be joining with Sen. 


Carl Curtis in thumping the tub for two 
projects which recent studies show to 
have negative cost-benefit ratios and 
which pose threats to the environment. 


The water project fight shows there 


is not a dime's worth of difference 
between most politicians when it comes 
to spending federal money. 


One notable exception in this in- 


stance is Sen. Ed Zonnsky of Nebraska, 
who voted with the minority in suppor- 
ting Carter's tentative cut in funds for 
the first 19 projects. Zorinsky is still 
studying the second list, including the 
Nebraska projects. Hopefully his posture 
of support for the President in the 
matter will remain rigid. 


Court dims merger chances? 


Other problems which beset the ef- 


fort to consolidate Lincoln city and Lan- 
caster County government might pale in 
significance to a recent ruling by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


The court upheld a New York law 


requiring approval by a majority of both 
urban and rural county residents for a 
change in the structure of local govern- 
ment. 


Applied here, that would mean that 


it is constitutionally permissible to 
require both urban and rural electorates 
to separately approve a Lincoln- 
Lancaster merger plan. 


And that could spell trouble for such 


a plan, if the rural-based opposition is as 
strong as it sounds. 


A bill providing for a countywide 


(including city voters) vote on a merger 
plan was scuttled by the Legislature this 
session. 


Other legal problems attend the 


debate over the merger of city and coun- 
ty government here, but the high court's 
recent ruling should clarify the situation 
somewhat, along with giving more hope 
to anti-merger folks. 


If it ever gets down to a vote, pro- 


merger forces will have a pretty fancy 
selling job to do outside the city, unless, 
of course, the court changes its mind. 


City liquor policy hit 


Downtown Lincoln business in- 


terests have joined the controversy over 
the city's restrictive liquor licensing 
policy. 


The existing policy is "dead wrong," 


says businessman John Campbell. "How 
can the (City) Council decide who gets 
the limited number of licenses?" he 
asked. 


Campbell is dead right in questioning 


the policy. 


Even a change now under considera- 


tion by the council under which the limit 
on on-sale beer licenses would be lifted is 


not going far enough. The other part of 
the policy — limiting new all-purpose 
Class C licenses to two per year for this 
and next year — is still too restrictive. 


The Downtown Advisory Committee 


(DAC) 
went on record this week as 


recommending that the council give 
serious consideration to any requests by 
downtown restaurants for liquor 
licenses. 


DAC's concern for restrictive city 


measures which use arbitrary and sub- 
jective judgments in regulating competi- 
tion is understandable. 


Press meets may revive 


Washington — After talking to the final 


caller on his phone-in last Saturday, Presi- 
dent Carter remarked that the questions be 
had been asked were "the kind you would 
never get in a press conference." 


He was right They were better. The 


phone-in pointed up a sad fact: The presiden- 
tial news conference has become a sterile in- 
stitution, demeaning to the press and of 
minimum value. 


In a sense, the news conference is a vic- 


tim of technology. When it became a televi- 
sion show back in the days of Presidents 
Eisenhower and Kennedy, its function 
changed drastically. What used to be a device 
to help the press learn what the government 
was up to. a step in the reporting process, has 
become something quite different—a device 
by which the president communicates direct- 
ly to the public. What'was once raw material 
- presidential statements to be analyzed, 
sifted, challenged, weighed against other in- 
formation — is now the pradoct itself. 


Reporters nave beuxne peifmuieis — 


shills. almost No need to take notes; asking 
the question is the end of the role. Always 
remember that the camera is present, and 
maybe the boss is watching. Don't be too ob- 
viously a patsy, but don't be too tough, either, 
or you will be called a president-baiter. The

In becoming a TV event the news con- 


ference has been stylized into boredom The 
questioners are mostly the White Homse 
regulars and the subjects are mostly those 
the news business ha* certified to be of 
momentary importance.

All in all. then, the phone-in outshone the

But more important for 
the news business, it may permit the news 
conference to become again a working 
relationship between the press and the Presi- 
dent uninhibited by the camera's eye. 


There have been many suggestions for 


making news conferences more productive: 
limitations as to subject matter, thorough 
exploration of one subject before moving on 
to the next, taking the selection of 
questioners away from the President and 
giving it to a neutral party, submission of 
questions in advance. 


Not aU these will be accepted, nor should 


they be. Bat if the necessity to perform in 
public were removed, arrangements for 
more wmkinanlike and productive press con- 
ferences womM follow. 


Getting back to the radio phone-in, what

Valuables damaged 


Washington - Several priceless historical documents, 


including Benjamin Franklin's copy of the Articles of 
Confederation and the original manuscript of the Battle 
Hymn of the Republic, were damaged aboard the Freedom 


The 12-car special completed a 26,000-mile bicentennial 


journey in 1975-76, bringing a display of American 
memorabilia to 48 states. Nearly seven million people 
thronged through the train to inspect the precious exhibits. 


Before the train hit the rails, the Smithsonian Institution 


provided strict instructions on the care and keeping of 
historical documents. For example, the temperature was 
supposed to be kept around 70 degrees, the humidity level at 
50%. 


Yet we have seen the confidential correspondence 


between the Smithsonian and the train, revealing that the 
climate on board was not healthy for aging parchments. As 
late as July, 1976, the train's curator admitted that charts 
measuring temperature and humidity were still "very 
erratic" and showed "rapid oscillation in humidity." 


Eventually, the train encased the Smithsonian 


documents in special cabinets, but the items from lesser 
lenders received less tender treatment. 


Peter Spurney, president of the Freedom Train Founda- 


tion, explained how difficult it was to create a museum en- 
vironment on board a train. "It was the difference between 
the Smithsonian and acircus," he told our reporter, Gilda Le 
Patner 


At least the train was better insulated, he said, than the 


original 1947 Freedom Train, which controlled the heat by 
piling ice on the roof. 


At the end of the journey, the bicentennial special 


delivered back to the owners a number of torn documents, 
cracked trophies and chipped sculpture. Aside from the 
wrinkling of Ben Franklin's 1775 copy of the Articles of 
Confederation and rips in three corners of the original Battle 
Hymn of the Republic manuscript, here are a few more of 
the casualties: 


The leatherbound cover of the late Rev. Martin Luther 


King's Bible had corroded; a shrinking and expanding 
damaged the Delaware Ratification; a rip was lengthened in 
Jim Thorpe's Olympic scroll; an original Edison phonograph 
record melted inside its sealed case; one page in a 1756 edi- 
tion of Poor Richard's Almanac reportedly began to curl; a 
Navajo Yei blanket and cachina doll were damaged. 


A few items also disappeared, including two bicentennial 


coin sets, two World Series baseball pennants and a set of 
baseball cards. 


Repairs have been made and ruffled feelings soothed 


But as one of the train's curators put it: "Once damage oc- 
curs, it cannot be undone. An item can be repaired, but this 
is devaluing to the item."

Terrorists drown out the president 


Washington — The latest outrage in 


the news here demonstrates that the 
political terrorists have figured out 
how to use the newspapers, radio, and 
television for their own purposes, and 
that we still haven't puzzled out how to 
handle them. 


It is a hard and dicey problem. The 


main objective of most terrorists is to 
get world-wide publicity from precisely 
the institutions they bate the most. 
They are using the free and com- 
petitive instincts of democracy to 
destroy it, and we cooperate by giving 
them even more publicity than they 
expect. 


The HanaH Muslim sect has 
demonstrated here the tyranny of the 
minority, and the fragility of 
democracy. For by taking hostages at 
gunpoint and committing murder 
within sight of the White House, they 
have disrupted the normal life of the 
federal capital, and diverted the media 
from the larger essential news of the 
nation to the immediate violence in the 
streets. 


By any test of news, this was clearly 


spectacular. Large areas around the 
Islamic Center on Massachusetts 
Avenue by the Rock Creek Bridge, 
around Scott Circle near the B'nai 
B'rith headquarters and at the City 
Council headquarters on Pennsylvania 
Avenue were cordoned off by the 
police, with helicopters circling the 
center of the city and rattling 
everybody's back teeth. It was almost a 


perfect local gee-whiz story, with 
dramatic pictures for the evening 
network news and with hour-by-hour 
reports on local radio and TV 


When the Prime Minister of Great 


Britain arrived at the White House in 
the middle of this turmoil, the radio 
and television reporters felt that they 
had better explain that the 19-gun 
salutes were not part of the Hanafi 
crisis — though in point of fact the 
salutes were canceled lest they 
aggravate the situation. 


The interesting thing about the 


Hanafi Muslim violence in Washington 
is that it came at almost the same time 
as a most remarkable press conference 
by President Carter. He proposed, 
among other things, a $1.5 billion youth 
employment bill to deal with the fact 
that "more than half the total un- 
employed are less than 24 yean old, 
and among these, say from 16 to 19 
years old, we have over 18 per cent un- 
employed, and in some of the minority 
groups in urban areas, more than 40 per 
cent." 


In the same press conference, Carter 


proposed a Youth Community Conser- 
vation Corps for people on toe land; a 
Youth Conservation Corps for young 
unemployed people in the cities; a new 
proposal for compromise between 
Israel and the Arab states in the Middle 
East; a phased withdrawal of 
American troops from South Korea; a 
series of compromises with the Soviet 
Union for a military arms agreement.

"leading ultimately to the complete 
elimination of atomic weapons from 
the face of the earth." 


It is hard to remember at any time 


since the last World War when any 
American president made so much 
news in a press conference or 
anywhere else, proposed so many 
programs on the home front, suggested 
so many compromises and innovations 
abroad, some of them almost offhand 
and maybe premature or unwise, and 
yet still got so little attention in the 
newspapers or on radio or television. 


The violence in the streets by the 


Hanafi Muslims drowned him out. With 
all these serious presidential 
suggestions, be didn't even get on the 
front page of The Washington Post, 
except in a footnote. Few newspapers 
in the United States besides The New 
York Times printed the text of this 
remarkable news conference. 


There were all kinds of things in this 


Carter press conference to argue 
about. He was curiously and un- 
necessarily combative with the Senate 
about the confirmation of Paul Warnke 
as his disarmament chief. He was 
almost casual and even reckless in 
proposing a Middle East compromise 
between Israel and the Arab states — 
just after seeing the bead of the Israeli 
government and before his forthcoming 
meeting with the Arab leaders. 


He gave a timetable for the 


withdrawal of American troops from 
South Korea and he was combative 
about negotiating an arms agreement 
with the Soviet Union. 


"The obvious impression that con- 


cerns me," he said, "is a demonstra- 
tion of lack of confidence in the Senate 
in my own ability and attitudes as a 
chief negotiator... I think many of the 
people that oppose Mr. Warnke just do 
not want to see any substantial reduc- 
tion in atomic weapons — even though 
they are agreed to mutually by us and 
the Soviet Union, and even if they are 
designed to reduce the threat of 
nuclear destruction of the world." 


This is not very clear and certainly 


not quite fair to his opponents and they 
will probably not forgive him for his 
rebuke, but again it is a publicity 
problem - speaking off-the-cuff on 
serious questions, which gets him into 
trouble. 


Neither toe President nor the press 


has figured out this problem of what is 
news in the modern world of terrorists, 
propaganda, and ambiguous politics. 
The men with the guns have dominated 
toe news here this week. The media 
have followed them on the principle 
that what is new is news, but what 
Carter said, right or wrong, is clearly 
more important and more enduring, 
but nobody could hear him for the noise 
and the headlines about the terrorists.

Nebraska licensing stan-

Past federal 
guidelines were one staff per- 
son for every five children. 


My previous experiences as 


a day care supervisor make 
me believe that small children 
need the individualized adult- 
child interaction made 
available by a ratio of one staff 
member for every five 
children. In my experience, 
whenever I bad more than five 
children in my group. I found 
myself spending most of my 
time solving discipline 
probtems and caring for the 
children's physical needs (i.e., 
custodial care). On the other 
hand, with a ratio of one staff 
person for every five children, 
a day care center can provide 
much more than jnst custodial

Citizen input requested 
in state water planning

The Nebraska Water Conference ended 


Friday after two days of effort! to reach agree- 
ment on widely differing views on water use 
policy. 


The Friday morning sessions were devoted 


to the environmental point of view. A panel dis- 
cussion drew more questions and fire from 
participants than had any other session. 


Robert Warrick of Meadow Grove, presi- 


dent of the Nebraska Sierra Club, agreed that 
existing irrigation projects had "done their 
job" but continued to oppose the construction 
of any more large dams to impound water in 
Nebraska. 


Warrick suggested that former University 


of Nebraska agricultural leaden promoted 
water development instead of water conserva- 
tion, but added that be detected a change in 
this policy. 


Don Long of HoMrege, secretary-treasurer 


of the Nebraska State Irrigation Association, 
warned that Nebraska would not see any more 
water use development "until we see the Farm 
Bureau, the Farmers Union, the Kiwanis Club, 
the Lions Club and other groups favoring water 


development become as active as the* Sierra 
Club." 


Long complained that press stories about 


Sierra Club activities make the front page 
while rebuttal statements by irrigation groups 
"end up with the want ads in most 
newspapers." 


"All too often people seeking information 


about irrigation go to someone whose only 
experience with water is turning on a faucet in- 
stead of going to an irrigation association with 
100 years of experience in water use," he said. 


Much of the session Friday dealt with ef- 


forts to increase citizen involvement in water 
planning. 


Richard Harnsberger, University of 


Nebraska, law professor noted that "It is much 
better to get people together to discuss things 
than to say 'I will meet you in federal court'." 


John Hanlon, representing First District 


Rep. Charles Thone, said, "The discussions 
during the coffee breaks provide as much good 
information as the meeting data. People are 
starting to talk to each other about their 
views." 


The two-day conference was an attempt to 


resolve conflicts in the water planning process. 


Crude oil increase predicted

For the first time since 1970 domestic 


crude oil production is expected to be higher 
than the previous year, according to Dr. James 
S. Cross, assistant to the executive vice presi- 
dent of the American Petroleum Institute. 


Cross told government and farm leaders 


attending the Nebraska Water Conference here 
Friday that the supply of gasoline would be 
slightly greater than a year ago, but warned 
that diesel fuels, natural gas and other 
petroleum products would remain in tight 
supply. 


Cross showed the same slides his organiza- 


tion has used to show petroleum industry 
trends to Carter administration officials as 
they plan the national energy policy. 


"The bad news is that we are increasing 


our liquid petroleum imports as a result of in- 
creasing demand as the nation moves from the 
recession of 1973-75," he said. 


Cross said it should be possible for the U.S. 


to establish a sustained expansion program in 
domestic energy that would eventually reduce 
the amount of imported oil. 


Cross said an expanded commitment of 


manpower, supplies and equipment in the 
search for U.S. oil and gas reserves could help 
solve the energy problem and also help solve 
unemployment and inflation and improve 
national security. 


Cross noted that the U.S. is becoming in- 


creasingly dependent on oil supplies from 
nations outside the Western Hemisphere. 


Cross said a successful program demands 


increased use of coal, conservation and in- 
creased production of domestic oil. 


$10 million hike enhances 
Nebraska's jobs bill share 


Omaha (AP) — An amend- 


ment to the public works jobs 
bill passed by the U.S. Senate 
Thursday would increase 
Nebraska's share by $10 
million, two members of the 
state's congressional delega- 
tion said. 


The bill distributes H billion 


among the states for construc- 
tion of public works projects. 


The amendment, cospon- 


sored by Sen. Carl Curtis, R- 
Neb., took the state out of the 
minimum category, a Curtis 
aide said from Washington. 


A Washington aide to 


freshman 
Rep. John 


Cavanaugh, D-Neb., said the 
amendment equalizes the 
amounts to be distributed to 
states with and without Indian 
tribes. 


As first written, the bill set 


aside $100 million to be dis- 
tributed to Indian tribes and 
provided'$20 million to each 
state with Indian tribes, the 
Cavanaugh spokesman said. 
States without Indian tribes 
were to receive $30 million 
each. 


Cavanaugh tried un- 


successfully on Feb. 24 to 
amend the House version of 
the bill to equalize the amounts 
the states would receive, the 
aide said. The Senate amend- 
ment adopted Thursday was 
the same as Cavanaugh's, be 
said, and Cavanaugh "con- 
ducted a vigorous campaign 
among congressmen from 
affected states" to have the 
amendment adopted. 


The Senate amendment was 


offered by John Durkin, D- 
N.H. 


Cavanaugh said in a state- 


ment that he had been 
"assured by the leadership 
that House members on the 
conference committee" would 
support the change. 


Cavanaugh said he is very 


pleased with the effect of his 
first "major legislative in- 
itiative." 


Curtis' aide said the Senate 


amendment had the same 
effect as Cavanaugh's but 
didn't approach the problem in. 
the same way. Both Curtis and 
Nebraska's junior senator, 
Democrat Edward Zorinsky, 
voted for the amendment, he 
said. 


Fertilizer shortage expected 


Omaha 
( A P ) — 
A 


spokesman 
for Allied 


Chemical Corp. predicts there 
will be a shortage of farm fer- 
tilizer this spring. 


"I think we'll sell everything 


we have by early spring," said 
Herman Baker, manager of 
the firm's Omaha plant. 


He said ue plant is 20% 


behind its production projec- 
tions for this year because it 
received less natural gas than 


it wanted during January. 


Allied was provided the 


amount guaranteed by 
Northern Natural Gas Co. of 
Omaha, but no more, Baker 
said. Since mid-February, be 
said, the plant has received all 
the natural gas it wanted. 


The cost of production is 


rising as the price of natural 
gas goes up. Baker said. 


"The cost of producing fer- 


tiliter is about 60% energy," 
he said. Natural gas is both a 


raw material and a fuel for the 
production process. 


That will result in higher 


prices for the fanner, although 
"our prices haven't gone up as 
much as the cost of natural 
gas," Baker said. 


Allied officials are planning 


to convert the plant to fuel oil 
for heat. 


No layoffs resulted from the 


lower production early this 
year, be said.

Dr. Trotter joined the NU 
faculty in 1950, left in 19S5 to 
accept a position with the 
University of Vermont but 
returned to NU in 1963. 


When she was appointed 


NU's 
vice chancellor for 


academic affairs in 1972, she 
became the first woman in the 
United States to hold a No. 2 
ranking administrative posi- 
tion in a land grant college. 


The University of Idaho is a 


land grant institution with 
more than 8,000 students which 
emphasizes 
agriculture, 


forestry and mining.

Bell workers want 32-hour week 
Omaha (AP) — A 32-hour work week 


and more paid holidays will be major 
goals of the Communications Workers of 
America in contract negotiations with 
the Bell system this year, union officials 
said Friday. 


The union wants to cut the work time 


without cutting wages to provide more 
jobs, said R. W. Hackler, executive vice 
president. 


Hackler and other executives from the 


union's Washington, D.C., headquarters 
were in Omaha to meet with area union 
officials who represent Northwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. employes in 


Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota and the 
Dakotas. 


The contract with the Bell system 


expires Aug. 6. Hackler said the union 
hopes to begin negotiations in May. 


E. J. Follis, vice president of District 7 


which represents 20,000 Northwestern 
Bell employes, said the union wants to 
reduce to 32 hours a week the current 
37"£- to 40-hour work week. 


The union also wants 10 "personal" 


holidays a year besides the 10 regular 
holidays employes now receive. Follis 
said employes would be able to select the 
personal holidays. They would be in addi- 
tion to vacation time, which the union 


also wants increased. 


Since the last contract was signed in 


1973/Follis said, Bell has eliminated 
100.000 jobs nationwide, partially by not 
replacing workers who retire or resign. 


Hackler said the union believes the 


work time cuts won't increase the cost of 
telephone service because heavy 
emphasis on automation by the Bell 
System has increased productivity. This 
productivity gain would offset any 
negative impact from the shorter work 
schedule, he said. 


The union isn't announcing its general 


wage demands before negotiations, 
Hackler said.

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N. Platte-Denver flights added 


North Platte (AP) — Effective April 24, Frontier 


Airlines will have two new direct North Platte-to-Denver 
flights. 


Airline officials said North Platte residents will also be 


able to make nonstop morning flights to Omaha beginning 
the same date.

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Support for viable child reaffirmed

The Legislature Friday reaffirmed 


its support for current law which 
requires doctors to attempt to maintain 
the life of a viable unborn child in any 
abortion. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 


attempted to amend the propoaed new 
criminal code to wipe out that require- 
ment, but his proposal was tcuttled on 
a 17-24 vote. 


The law require* that no abortion 


procedure be employed after an unborn 
child has reached viability which shall 
have "the direct or indirect effect of 
terminating the viability of the unborn 
child prior to, during or following the 
procedure." 


Violation of that law would subject a 


doctor to a felony charge. 


It has the effect of making any doctor 


guilty of a crime if an unborn fetus dies 
in an abortion after it has been con- 
sidered to have reached a state of 


viability, Chambers said. 


There are varying opinions as to 


when viability occurs. 


Chambers said the requirement 


prevents doctors from using some 
"accepted medical procedure*." 


Other opponents of the current law 


said it could require doctors to allow a 
mother to die In order to save a child. 


"My wife could lose her life because 


the state says a doctor cannot use cer- 
tain procedures which might kill the 
child," Sen. Neil Simon of Omaha said. 


That may follow the precepta of the 


Catholic Church, he said, but one 
religion's requirements should not be 
imposed on others with different 
religious convictions. 


Sen. John OeCamp of Nellgh said the 


law simply provides that no one could 
"deliberately kill a viable child" in an 
abortion. 


That is "the heart" of Nebraska's 


restrictive abortion statutes, he said, 
and should remain in effect. 


Sen. Donald Dworak of Columbus 


said a viable unborn child should be 
given "every protection you give to 
every other human being." 


Sen. Shirley Marsh of Lincoln sup- 


ported Chamber*, arguing that current 
law doe* "not allow the full range of 
medical procedures" which might be 
required in an abortion. 


State law does not allow abortions 


after an unborn child ha* reached 
viability "except when Decenary to 
preserve the woman from an imminent 
peril that substantially endangers her 
life or health." 


Much of the restrictive nature of 


Nebraska's law violates recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decisions and is clearly 
unconstitutional, Chambers has 
argued. 


Earlier, the Legislature accepted a 


Chambers amendment which would 
erase current legal requirement* that 
the expectant mother receive consent 
of the father of the child before 


arranging for an abortion. 


DeCamp supported the change lince 


that portion of the law appears to be un- 
constitutional. 


Sen. Pat Venditte of Omaha said he 


reads Supreme Court decision* to mean 
that there is no need for a father'* con- 
sent during the first trimester of 
pregnancy (generally regarded a* prior 
to viability), but required content after 
that stage should be tested In the 
courts. 


The Chamber* amendment was 


accepted on a H»l vote.

Senators divided on bill 
taxing pop to help parks 


Reutzel says pop shouldn't go up. 


A divided Legislature Friday opened debate 


on a Game and Parks Commission proposal to 
institute a tax on soda pop at the wholesale level 
to finance park development. 


The bill, LB109, sponsored by the 


Constitutional Revision and Recreation Com- 
mittee, but spearheaded by Sen. Barry Reutzel 
of Fremont, would impose a tax of one-fourth 
cent on each four ounces of soft drinks. 


That translates into about three-fourths cent 


of tax on each 12-ounce can or bottle of soda pop. 


Reutzel said there is no justification for 


dealers to pass on the tax at the retail level. 


Prices already reflect what had been a 


sharp rise in the price of sugar, he said. But 
sugar prices have since plummeted with no 
reduction in retail prices, he said. 


The proposed tax would raise an estimated 


$3.8 million a year for development and opera- 
tion of state parks, which serve an estimated 
seven million visitors every 12 months. 


A committee amendment to the bill would 


eliminate the tax in KM if it is not renewed by a 
subsequent Legislature. 


The proposal ran into immediate opposition 


during Friday's opening debate. It will need the 
support of at least SO senators since Gov. J. 
James Exon has announced he will veto the bill 
if it reaches his desk. 


Sen. Douglas Bereuter of Utica said he 


agrees that the parks are in need of more funds, 
but it is unfair to "ask one segment of the pop- 
ulation" to finance their development. 


Both Sens. Loran Schmlt of Bellwood and 


Bereuter pointed to another bill, LB81, as a 
source of additional money for recreation 
development. 


That proposal would institute an entry fee at 


state parks. 


Sen. Howard Lamb of Anselmo Mid a soda 


pop tax is "not a logical source of fund*" for the 
park system. 


And both Sens. John Murphy of South Sioux 


City and Robert Clark of-Sidney objected to 
provisions in the bill, adopted as committee 
amendments, which give the state tax com- 
missioner powers of search and seizure in enfor- 
cing tax collection procedures. 


Sens. Bemice Labed; of Omaha, Sam Cullan 


of Hemingford and Frank Lewis of Bellevue sup- 
ported the proposal 


The park system is "in real need of im- 


provements," Lewis said. 


The bill would provide funding which could 


produce better outdoor recreational facilities 
for all Nenraskans, Mrs. Labeds said. And it is 
"not a burdensome tax," Cullan argued. 


Debate will continue next week. 


Generic drug substitution bill OKd on 39-2 vote

The legislature Friday passed the bill 


that allows substitution of less expen- 
sive drugs for brand name products by 
a pharmacist if the prescribing physi- 
cian doesn't object. 


State senators voted 39-2 to pass 


LB103, the Drug Product Selection Act. 


The measure calls for substi- 


t u t i o n of "therapeutically 


equivalent drug products at the most 
reasonable price consistent with a high 
standard of pharmacy practice." 


The bill—backed by Omaha Sen. 


Harold Moyland, Lincoln Sen. Steve 
Fowler and the Public Health and 
Welfare Committee — allows substitu- 
tion when appropriate of so-called 
generic drugs for the higher priced 
brand name drugs. 


Conditions on drug product selection 


by a pharmacist include no objection 
from the prescribing doctor, equivalen- 
cy of the products involved and a 
realization of savings to the consumer. 


"Any savings resulting from drug 


product selection shall be reflected in 
the price charged the purchaser by the 
pharmacist," the bill says. 


The measure also provides 


p r o t e c t i o n for physicians against

malpractice charges due to a decision 
against barring substitution. 


A $250 penalty provision is written 


into the bill for anyone violating its 
provisions. 


The measure prompted strong sup- 


port from a group of elderly 
Nebraskans when public hearing was 
held earlier this session by the health 
panel. 


Legislative Calendar 


The Legislature's Urban Affairs Com- 


mittee Friday amended and advanced a bill 
that would allow the city of Lincoln to order 
removal of garbage from private property and 
assess charges to property owners when that is 
done. 


The committee voted 5-0 to advance LB74 to 


general file after amending it to remove a five- 
day notice requirement. Notice by personal 
visit or registered mail to the property owner 
and tenant is retained in the bill. 


Another amendment adopted allows the city 


to remove garbage accumulations and assess 
the property owner if the garbage is declared a 
nuisance and is not removed within 24 hours of 
notice. 


The committee was unable to move a bill 


that would allow use of general business or 
occupation taxes for enforcing onstreet 
parking regulations. 


In effect, that bill would allow business dis- 


tricts to get rid of parking meters and reim- 
burse city governments for meter maids to en- 
force parking time limits and issue tickets. 


That bill, LB274, is caught in the controversy 


of whether cities may withhold parts of traffic 
fines from school districts to cover ad- 
ministrative costs. 


Committee Chairman Walter George of 


Blair said LB274 would not address that con- 
troversy, which has prompted two Justice 
Department opinions which said that absolute- 
ly no court or other costs may be withheld 
from the school districts. 


Lincoln Sen. JoAnn Maxey's motion to ad- 


vance the bill died for lack of a second. 


Bellwood Sen. Loran Schmit 


said Friday he could agree to 
an amendment that would 
change the tax funding 
procedures for his antilitter 
bill, so long as it would raise 
enough money.

Schmit agreed to an amend- 


ment offered by Grand Island 
Sen. Ralph Kelly, which would 
have LB220 tax litter products 
only at the wholesale level. As 
written, Schmit's bill would 
tax those products at the 
manufacturer and again at 
wholesale and retail. 


Schmit asked Kelly to hold 


the bill until it could be deter- 
mined how much of a tax at 
wholesale would be needed to 
compensate for the money lost 
at the other levels.

Architect defends 
SCC bid procedure

Southeast Community College (SCC) used a recognized 


architectural procedure to obtain bids for its new Lincoln 
campus building, an expert witness testified Friday. 


Canadian architect Phillip David Bobrow said the 


design-build method of constructing a building often saves 
money and time compared to the traditional method of 
placing a project out for bids. 


Bobrow, a dapper, articulate witness for SCC, was on the 


stand in Lancaster District Court all day Friday explaining 
the advantages of the method SCC used to obtain bids for its 
new campus proposed for 86th and 0 St. 


Two businessmen took SCC to court on the grounds the 


bidding system was inadequate. Lincoln architect Kenneth 
Clark testified earlier this week that his firm's plans were 
equal or superior to the plan which SCC approved. 


Bobrow's testimony Friday was aimed at countering 


Clark's testimony. 


Colleges and government often benefit from using the 


design-build approach because it can cost less, save on cost 
overruns and save time, Babrow said. 


Under the design-build approach, an architect teams up 


with a contractor to submit both a design and cost for the 
proposed building. 


Bobrow's architecture firm has helped design a number 


of public buildings in the United States, be said, at a lower 
cost than estimated. 


For example, a residence hall for a New York university 


campus was projected to cost $10,000 a bed. Using the 
design-build method reduced that cost to $5,700 a bed. 


The costs can be cut, Bobrow explained, because the 


architect works from the »>^»«T"'«g to discover what the 
client wants and bow much be can spend. 


In SCC's case, the price limit was 135 a square foot. If 


SCC had used the traditional bidding method, Bobrow es- 
timated the cost would have ended up in the $40-a-square foot 
range. 


Chauncey Barney, attorney for the businessmen, dis-

Window held open on Indian life 


Kedar Naik doesn't call himself a 


businessman, for his deals supercede profit 


What Naik sells is a culture — a slice of 


another country's folk tradition. 


Naik was back in bis native India last year 


from January through July. When be returned to 
Nebraska, be came bearing about 45 pieces of 
original art — batiks by his mother and paint- 
ings by bis cousin. 


The pieces are now displayed at the 


Haymarket Art Gallery in Lincoln and the 
Chezar II Gallery in Omaha. A show at the Q St. 
Mall (1030 Q) ended March 11. 


He said this isn't a buck-reaping venture: 


"The only thing I wanted was to give Lincoln 
people a chance to see Indian culture." 


Naike, 34, came to America about 10 years 


ago. He received his mater's degree from Pur- 
due University, then moved to Lincoln. He 
received his doctorate degree in pharmacy from 
the University of Nebraska in 1975. He is now 
looking for work. 


Naik is from Baroda, India—a city of about 


500,000 in the western region. 


He talks about bis family who stayed behind. 


But to Naik, "family" includes not only mothers 
and fathers, but also aunts and uncles. 


"The families are so close, they seem like 


one family," he said. 


Naik said his grandfather was an educator. 


His mother is a "housewife, politician and social 
worker." His cousin, Multi Desai, recently 
returned to India after receiving a master's 
degree from a French university. 


Naik's mother, Madhumalti, has a 


bachelor's degree in art. But art didn't consume 
her life. It was a hobby that developed over the 
years, Naik said. 


Mrs. Naik specializes in batik - designs 


made on hand-dyed fabric. The form originated 
in Indonesia, Naik said, but Indian artists 
adapted it to fit their individual tastes and 
traditions. 


Naik's cousin, Miss Desai, paints nudes and 


figures. This erotic art is ancient, Naik said. 
Hindu temples contain such figures. 


Erotic subjects are also painted on the walls 


of the Khajuraho Caves in the southern part of 
India.

Ken Ritzdorf converted a 


steal into a three-point play 
and Dick Jakubowski tallied 
eight points to spark Howells 
to a 23-point third quarter and 
lead the Bobcats to a 55-37 win 
over Sandy Creek in a Class C 
semifinal before 4,000 fans 
Friday night at Pershing 
Auditorium.

Four straight turnovers and 


five missed shots kept the 
Cougars from scoring for the 
next 4:24 while Howells ran off 
10 unanswered points and 
pulled to a 45-31 lead with 4:11 
remaining in the game. 


"A game like that where the 


score is close, sometimes a 
one minute burst can make all 
the differnece," said Howells 
coach Jim Morrison, whose 
postseason record for the past 
five'years is now 27-2. 


The Bobcats had played 


without intensity in the first 
half, according to Morrison. 
One factor was the ejection of 
Howells' guard Jeff Kersten 
with 2:30 to go in the first half, 
after he was called for a 
flagrant foul against Cougar 
Scott Davenport 


"That really demoralized us 


and our kids were really down 
at halftime because of that," 
said Morrison. "But we 
regained our intensity in that 
fourth quarter." Howells out- 
scored Sandy Creek 23-8 in the 
final period. 


Jakubowski, who scored a 


game-high 20 points and 
grabbed 11 rebounds, and 
forward Dale Blum, who 
scored 14 points, carried the 
load for the Bobcats in the se- 
cond half. 


"We tried to go to the inside 


in the second half and our big 
kids did the job," said 
Morrison. "Then once we got 
the lead we relaxed and played 
with much more efficiency."

Bottom-seeded LHS, Burke to battle

The second to last chapter in 


perhaps the most bizarre state 
Class A basketball tournament 
in Nebraska prep history was 
written Friday niftat before

Lincoln High, a team 


struggling with a 6-10 record 
four short weeks ago, scored 
a 68-57 semifinal win over 
Omaha Benson to complete the 
seemingly impossible Satur- 
day night championship 
matchup.

Island Thursday, then hijacked 
No. 6 Benson, even though the 
Bunnies did everything within 
their power to prevent the un- 
likely championship. 


Benson, in fact, fouled out 


four players, trying to keep 
pace with the hot-shooting 
Links. Senior Jerry Heckman 
again supplied the bulk of Lin- 
coln High's firepower, hitting 
10 of 16 shots for a game high 
23 points. 


But junior Nate Woods 


poured the kerosene on the fire 
early, hitting 5 of 6 first 
quarter shots to stake the 
Links to a surprising 194 first 
quarter cushion. 


The Links never were able to 


deliver the knockout punch, 
but that fact hardly bothered 
head coach Aldie Johnson. 


"All our wins have been 


meaningful, but tonight's 
might be a little more," he 
said. "We didn't play nearly as 
well as last night, but we still 
won ... we held them off. 


"At least we're in the

deadeye drilling in the final 
four minutes rallied Omaha 
Burke to a thrilling 67-tt vic- 
tory over Papillion in the Class 
A semifinals of the Nebraska 
state tournament at toe Sports 
Center. 


The victory advanced Burke 


into its first state cham- 
pionship game, with the Class 
A final set for 9 p.m. Saturday. 


After scoring 29 points in 


Burke's 73-W comeback win 
over North Thursday, Gregory 
outdid himself against 
Papillion, scoring 34 points, in- 
cluding 13 in the final 3:48 of 
the frantic contest viewed by 
9,288 fans. 


Comebacks have become 


Burke's middle name in the 
state tourney. Entering the 
event as the seventh seeded 
team out of eight entries with a 
144 record, the Bulldogs have 
ridden Gregory's hot hand to 
consecutive comeback wins. 


Papillion, which ended the 


season, with a 17-5 mark, 
appeared to have things well in 
hand with a 56-48 lead when 
Tom Szynskie deposited two 
free throws with 3:56 
remaining. 


But Gregory, who bad sat 


our more than three minutes of 
the final period after mining 
his first shot, re-entered the 
Bulldogs lineup and proceeded 
to electrify the crowd. 


Taking shots from the 20-25 


foot range under heavy 


pressure, Gregory was a 
perfect six of six from the 
field. His bucket with 1:57 left 
tied it at 6fr60. 


His free throw with 10 


seconds left gave Burke its 
final margin of victory. 
Papillion, which had refused to 
wilt in the final minutes 
despite losing starters Pat 
Lynch and Mark Speer via 
fouls, had one last shot at vic- 
tory.

Gregory, who finished the 


afternooon 13 of 22 from the 
field and eight of nine from the 
line, admitted he was more 
pleased with his performance 
a day earlier against North. 


"I wanted North bad," 


Gregory said. "Thinks are 
finally starting to go our way." 


In contrast to McGee, 


Gregory admitted be is not 
being heavily recruited. But 


the Burke sharpshooter in- 
dicated he probably would not 
play his college ball at 
Nebraska. 


"Unless they (Nebraska) 


change their style of play, I 
don't think I'll come here 
(Nebraska)," he said of NU's 
slowdown style. "I really don't 
know if anyone wants me." 


Gregory's final quarter ef- 


fort was aided by teammate 
Ray Montgomery's two 
buckets in the last minute as 
the two teams traded basket 
for basket. 


"We switched to a zone to 


try and throw them off and 
stop Gregory," Papillion coach 
Dick Muma said. "But then 
Montgomery started hitting." 


The Papillion loss and

overshadowed a fine perfor- 
mance from Papillion's Speer, 
who was nine of 11 from the 
field on long range snooting as 
the 6-3 senior scored 18 points 
before fouling out.

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Mid-America U 
gets $1.2 million 


The National Institute of Education has reaffirmed its 


five-year commitment to the University of Mid-America and 
awarded UMA a $1.2 million grant for the fiscal year ending 
Sept. 30. 


The ME commitment has three years remaining, said 


Milan Wall of Lincoln, marketing and information director for 
the UMA adult open-learning consortium of regional univer- 
sities. 


The State University of Nebraska is a UMA arm offering 


multi-media college study at home. 


The ME grant to UMA, announced Friday, was due last 


October. The amount awarded is down compared to the $1.5 
million tabbed in fiscal 1975-78 and to the UMA budget request 
of $2.6 million. Wall said. 


The major effect of fewer dollars from Washington will 


be a decline in the number of courses UMA can work on. he 
said. Last year. $549.000 was allotted for course development, 
funds for which now are cut by about $303.000. 


The new grant will allow UMA to put finishing touches on 


a pesticide application course, which Wall said has received 
accolades from initial viewers. Consortium officials an- 
ticipate "good use" from the course. 


Wall said UMA also "should be able to complete our 


metrics course and our Great Plains history course. Beyond 
that, we have had under planning a course in American history 
with National Public Radio, using (historian) Henry Steele 
Commager as a commentator," and UMA officials "have 
pretty much agreed" to proceed with it this year. 


But regarding other new courses, Wall said, "We just 


don't have the money to do it." 


Had UMA received the $2.6 million it requested from NIE. 


"a more ambitious Great Plains history production" would 
have resulted. Wall said. "We scaled that back" by $100.000, 
which means "fewer TV lessons," to a minimum of five and 
"we're trying to find private money to do at least a sixth." 


Other changes owing to the funding cut-back include "only 


a planning phase" for a basic business management course 
which would have been about half completed, and scrapping 
plans for a proposed American political processes course, he 
said. 


UMA had also proposed starting courses on mass media 


and society and on nutrition. "We will do nothing on either of 
those."

Oklahoma City - Federal water experts have found 


evidence of widespread salt water contamination in 
Oklahoma's third largest underground fresh water basin and 
they believe massive operations by oil producers to inject salt 
water are responsible. 


Hydrologists with the U S. Geological Survey said a three- 


year study of the Vamoosa aquifer in north-central Oklahoma 
had turned up numerous examples of contaminated freshwater 
wells used for homes and for livestock. 


More important, they said they had found major upward in- 


trusions of salt water into some freshwater zones of the aquifer, 
making them unusable as a source of irrigation and drinking 
water for generations to come. 


Their findings are preliminary, but the evidence was distur- 


bing enough to warrant a major federal study of salt degrada- 
tion in central Oklahoma's fresh groundwater supplies to deter- 
mine the extent of contamination. That study began last Oc- 
tober. 


Originally, federal hydrologists planned a simple assess- 


ment of water quality and quantity in the Vamoosa aquifer 


Oil producers pump huge amounts of salt water along with 


crude oil out of their wells. In the past, the salt water was simp- 
ly dumped into streams, retention pits and evaporation ponds 
from which it seeped into ground water These operations have 
been outlawed in Oklahoma, but enforcement is spotty. 


Most of the salt water, however, is pumped back into the 


ground, either into deep disposal wells or into reinjection wells 
used to pressure more oil out of the ground.
